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Introduction 


TO THE TEACHER 


The Let’s Play Together folios are published in five separate books, one for first and sec- 
ond Violin, also suitable for first and second Mandolin; one for first and second Tenor Banjo, 


also suitable for first and second Tenor Guitar; one for first and second Plectrum Guitar, and 
one for 1st and 2nd Hawaiian Guitar and Piano.The song selected are standard numbers of the type 
suitable to very young students. The arrangements are so planned that each book is complete in 


itself, and yet so that any two, three, four, or five of the books can be combined and the instruments 


for which they are written be thus used in small or medium sized ensembles. In addition to the 
first and second parts for each of the four melody instruments,chord charts are included for Plectrum 


Guitar, Tenor Banjo or Guitar, and Ukulele, thus making possible an ensemble of twelve instru- 


ments. In addition the first part of one book may be used with the second part of any of the oth- 


er books satisfactorily. The numbers in general are presented in each folio with the easier ones 


first and then gradually increasing in difficulty, but strictly speaking, they are not exactly graded. 


Assignment of numbers in keeping with other lesson material is left to the judgment of the teacher. 
Included in the Piano Book is a complete arrangement fora seven piece rhythm band. 


TO THE PARENT 
The numbers in the Let's Play Together series are carefully selected from the large number 


of songs available for such a purpose. The ones selected are included as being desirable musically, 


and of the type most apt to be of value in a program of music education for young students. Words 


are included for all numbers so that they can be sung as well as played. In this way the instrument 


parts can also be used as accompaniment, and the books thus have value for home use as well as 


for lesson material to be assigned by the teacher. 


TO THE STUDENT 
To make this Let’s Play Together series as valuable as possible to the student, the numbers 


used are planned to be sung or played, or both. In most cases the second part is also suitable for 


singing so that most of the numbers are also vocal duets as well as for instrumental combinations. 


In singing from the books for Tenor Banjo or Guitar, Hawaiian Guitar, and Plectrum Guitar, it 


must be remembered that music for these instruments is written an octave higher than it sounds, 


so in singing from these books, sing the parts an octave lower than written. The solo or first 


part arrangements in these three books also have added in small notes, chords for each of the in- 


struments playable on each of the instruments. When the one note solo partis mastered, with 


some assistance from your teacher, the harmony can be added and the parts thus made to sound 


more complete. 
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
